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ANNUAL  REPORT. 


To  THE  Beneficiaries  of  the  Temporalities  Board. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  the 
Legislature  of  Quebec,  regulating  the  administration  of  the 
Tenjporalities  Fund,  the  Chairman  begs  leave  to  transmit  to 
the  Beneficiaries  the  following  Report  and  accompanying 
Statements. 

Investments. — As  appears  from  annexed  Statement  (A) 
the  par  value  of  the  investments  at  this  date  is  $402,398.75. 
The  deficiency  as  compared  with  last  year  is  largely  due  to 
the  shrinkage  in  the  value  of  the  stock  of  the  Merchants  Bank 
of  Canada,  which  has  lately  been  reduced  by  authority  of  the 
Dominion  Parliament  from  one  hundred  dollars  to  sixty-six 
and  two-third  dollars  per  share.  The  investment  of  the  Board 
in  this  stock  is  thus  reduced  from  $70,000  to  $46,600,  entailing 
a  loss  of  about  $25,000.  It  is  with  deep  regret  the  Managers 
make  this  announcement.  It  has  been  their  desire,  and  they 
have  endeavoured  for  some  yeair  past,  to  replace  investments 
of  this  class  with  others  of  a  less  fluctuating  kind,  but  they  were 
prevented  from  doing  so  by  the  unfavourable  state  of  the 
market ;  and  the  commercial  crisis  which  has  arisen  has  been 
attended  with  such  a  depreciation,  not  only  in  the  value  of 
bank  stocks  but  of  real  estate  also,  as  seemed  to  make  it 
impossible  meanwhile  to  effect  any  changes  advantageously  to 
the  interests  of  the  Fund.  Notwithstanding  the  loss  which 
this  Fund,  in  common  with  many  other  interests,  has  thus 
sustained,  the  Managers  believe  that  the  course  pursued  by 
the  Bank  authorities  has  been  the  best  in  the  circumstances 
for  all  parties  concerned,  and  they  are  not  without  hope  that 
the  issue  of  the  matter  may  prove  less  disastrous  than  was  at 
first  apprehenried.  The  temporary  suspension  of  dividends 
from  the  Merchants  Bank  has  rendered  the  drafts  upon  capital 
larger  than  they  would  otherwise  have  been.  For  the  year 
ending  31st  May,  however,  the  Bank  has  declared  a  dividend 
of  seven  per  cent.,  which  benefits  the  Fund  to  the  extent  of 
$3,263.  The  total  expenditure  for  the  year  is  $683.32  less 
than  for  the  previous  year. 
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Changes  in  the  Roll  of  Beneficiaries.  —  Since  the 
date  of  last  report  the  names  of  four  ministers  have  been  re- 
mo»  '  from  the  roll,  as  follows  :  (i)  The  Rev.  John  Rannie, 
formerly  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Chatham,  Ont.,  who  was 
appointed  to  the  parish  of  All  Saints  at  New  Amsterdam, 
British  Guiana,  by  the  Colonial  Committee  of  the  Church  of 
Scotland ;  (2)  The  Rev.  William  Snodgrass,  D.D.,  late  Prin- 
cipal of  Queen's  University  and  College  at  Kingston,  who  was 
inducted  to  the  parish  of  Canonbie,  Dumfriesshire,  Scotland, 
on  the  23rd  November  last ;  (3)  The  Rev.  Malcolm  McNeil, 
late  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Simcoe,  Ont,  now  in  Scotland  ; 
and  (4)  the  Rev.  William  Barnhill,  for  sometime  an  ordained 
Missionary  within  the  bounds  of  the  Presbytery  of  Toronto, 
now  residing  in  the  United  States.  The  Rev.  James  Herald 
of  Dundas  having  retired  from  the  active  duties  of  the  ministry, 
with  the  leave  of  the  General  Assembly,  has  had  his  name 
placed  on  the  list  of  ministers  receiving  $400  per  annum. 
One  minister  under  temporary  suspension,  having  been  re-in- 
stated by  his  Presbytery,  his  name  has  been  replaced  on  the 
roll.  The  number  of  Commuting  Ministers  on  the  roll  is  at 
present  thirty-two  ;  of  Privileged  and  Retired  Ministers, 
thirteen  ;  and  of  others,  ninety-eight.  In  all,  there  are  one 
hundred  and  forty-three  names  on  the  roll — a  decrease  of  fen 
since  the  Union. 

No  vacancies  have  occurred  in  the  Board  of  Management

MINISTERS'  WIDOWS'  AND  ORPHANS'  FUND, 

OF  THE  PRESBYTERIAN    CHURCH    OF    CANADA    IN    CONNECTION 
WITH   THE   CHURCH   OF   SCOTLAND, 

For  the  Year  ending  31st  May,  1878. 


In  submitting  their  Thirtieth  Annual  Report,  the  Managers 
have  pleasure  in  referring  to  the  continued  prosperity  of  the 
Fund  entrusted  to  their  care.  The  assets,  including  the  invest- 
ments, cash  in  bank,  and  interest  due  to  ist  June,  amount  to 
$90,207,  being  an  increase  since  last  year  of  $4071.68. 

Changes. — The  only  changes  on  the  roll  of  Annuitants 
that  call  for  mention  are,  (i)  the  death  of  Mrs.  Mackid,  widow 
of  the  late  Rev.  .Alex.  Mackid  of  Goderich,  who  died  on  30th 
September  last,  leaving  one  son  under  the  age  of  eighteen. 
(2)  A  special  grant  of  seventy-five  dollars  ($75)  for  one  year 
was  made  to  Miss  Thompson,  an  orphan  daughter  of  the  late 
Rev.  George  Thompson  of  Renfrew,  Ont,  in  consideration  of 
exceptional  circumstances  in  which  she  was  placed. 

The  Annuitants  on  the  roll  for  the  current  half-year  are 
therefore  the  same  as  last  half-year,  namely  forty,  in  addition 
to  which  twenty-six  children  under  age  will  receive  benefit  from 
the  fund.  The  whole  amount  of  annuities  paid  during  the 
past  year  was  $5,640.50,  in  sums  varying  from  $82  to  $300. 

Contributions. — The  Ministers,  at  the  rate  of  $12  each, 
paid  altogether  $1632  into  the  Fund.     The  Congregational 
contributions  amounted  to  $1746.40,  as  per  detailed  statement. 
The  revenue  from  all  sources  was  $9,656.96,  and  the  ex- 
penses of  management  $560. 1 1.
